to lie till the grass spring through it, which it does 
with astonishing rapidity, to the desired length, and 
then rake it off to allow the bestial to reach the 
pasture. The covering is then applied to another 
portion of the field; the operation of removal and 
covering being repeated so long as the straw or hay 
remains sufficiently entire to admit of convenient 
application. The merits of the system which is 
yet in its infancy, were thus stated by Mr. Gurney 
at a late meeting of the East Cornwall Experimen- 
tal Clab. About seven weeks since, he had co- 
vered half a field of grass, of three acres in this 
manner, and about a fortnight ago, when examined, 
the increase had been found to be at the rate of wp 
wards of five thousand pounds per acre, over the 
covered pertion of the field. At the time the straw 
was raked off and laid in rows twelve feet apart in 
the field, and one hundred and fifteen sheep were 
pet on the grass with a view to eat it down as 
quickly as possible. After they had been there 
about a week, they were succeeded by twenty-six 
bullocks, to eat off the long grass remaining, and 
which the sheep had left. The field was thus 
grazed as bare as possible. The same straw was 
now again thrown over the same portion of the 
Geld from which it bad been raked: and on inspec- 
tion that morning, he had found the action going 
on as powerfully as on the former eccasion.
